EXPLANATION OF RELEVANCE 
The above references were cited in a Search Report rendered by the European 
Patent Office during examination of the European Application corresponding to the 
present United States application. A copy of the Europegn~Search Report, dated 
November 14, 2001 , is attached hereto. 

Reference AL discloses a display apparatus wherein different sectors are used 
to display different parameters. In each sector, a normal value for the parameter is 
indicated as well as the actual value. Because each parameter has different normal 
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values, the overall appearance of the display is not in intuitive nor regular, and therefore 
this display represents the type of display which the present invention is intended to 
avoid. Moreover, each parameter is represented by an absolute value, and therefore 
the comparison with the normal value must be made by the observer. This makes the 
overall display even more complicated to read at a glance. 

References AR and AS are in English, and therefore no further commentary 
concerning their teachings is necessary. 

Copies of each of the above references together with Form 1449 are submitted 
herewith. An English translation of Reference AL is not readily available to the 
Applicants.
